Credit Union 
Is Showing 
Steady Growth 


Reports at the July meeting of 
the Vulcan Savings and Credit 
Union Ltd. shows rapid expansion, 
with share capital more than tripl¬ 
ing in the last two months. There 
are now 83 members and assets 
are well over the $10,000 mark. 

Seven loans have been approved 
and naid out to date, and officers 
are quite optimistic of further 
expansion in share capital, number 
of members and loans in the near 
future. 

It was originally felt that the 
greater proportion of members 
would be from salaried employees 
in the Town of Vulcan, but such 
is not proving to be the case. Only 
about one-tenth of the present 
members are salaried and approxi¬ 
mately one-third of the members 
reside in Vulcan. About half the 
members are farmers including 15 
ladies and four children. Only a 
few of the business men in Vulcan 
are members so far. 

The directors and officers feel 
that the reason for this unusual 
and unexpected membership is due 
almost entirely to lack of explana¬ 
tion in tlhe town of what a Credit 
Union is and what it does. With 
this in mind a combined education 
and publicity committee is to be 
formed and it is hoped that this 
committee will become active by
